XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


No. 42.—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia for the months of January, 
February and March, 1928. 


January.—The rainfall as a whole was disappointing during the month throughout the tropics, 
especially in the Kimberleys, where the totals were again below the average, the deficiencies ranging 
from 1 to 3 inches (excluding Fitzroy Crossing, where a slight excess was noted). The rain fell in heavy 
isolated thunderstorms, and no really general downpour occurred during the month. 


South of the tropics results were generally above the average. Agricultural rains were recorded 
on the 9th, 24th, 25th and 30th. These rains came most opportunely in replenishing the water supplies 
in the tanks, but were not sufficiently heavy to fill the dams. 


The Gascoyne, Murchison, and Goldfields received light to heavy falls between the 24th and 30th, 
the most widely distributed occurring on the 25th and 30th. On the latter date intense local down. 
pours caused washaways on the Yalgoo-Meekatharra railway. 


February.—Apart from some patchy thunderstorms in the Kimberleys, the rainfall for the month 
were confined to the second week (7th to 15th), and fell in conjunction with a disturbance which, in its 
earlier stages, occasioned some passing anxiety on the North-West Coast, and eventually culminated 
in the destructive storm on the 10th on the Eastern Goldfields, when widespread havoc was wrought 
in Kalgoorlie, Boulder and Coolgardie. The rainfall on the Coolgardie Goldfields was, however, in- 


significant in comparison to the violence of the wind, and the average for the month was exceeded 
only at two localities, 


Over the Central and North Murchison Fields it was much better, ranging from 1 to 3 inches, and 
showing an excess above normal, but the falls did not extend as far westward as Yalgoo, Murgoo, and 
Boolardy; and the West Gascoyne country, in common with the agricultural districts, experienced a 
rainless month, while, beyond a few trivial showers in the extreme South-West, the same remark ap- 
plied to the Coastal country from Onslow southward. 


Proceeding further northward, the benefit of the rain disturbance above mentioned was first noted 
at Mardie, and between that station and Wallal 3 to 5 inch falls, mostly on the 12th, provided weleome 
excesses above normal. Somewhat under-average totals were shown at inland North-West localities, 
but the rains were decidedly useful. Most of the Kimberley stations also failed to reach the normal 
monthly figure, and here the defects were more serious, following, as they did, upon weak December 


and January falls. Wyndham was an exception, with a 10.52 inch aggregate, or 4.42 inches above 
normal, 


March,—The rainfall for the month was, apart from a few trivial falls, which occurred about the end 
of the first week, confined to the gaugings connected with a disturbance which affected our Midland, 
Eastern agricultural and Coolgardie Goldfield districts during the closing days. These falls proved a 
great relief to farmers and pastoralists in the district affected, but it should be remembered that the 
Great Southern country and also the South-West coastal districts received no rain of importance 


throughout the month. Even where the rainfall was heaviest average values were exceeded only in 
a few isolated instances. 


The Tropical rains were very disappointing, both in the Kimberleys and in the DeGrey country. 
In most of the West Kimberley and inland North-West localities, however, the final week was produc- 
tive of useful showers, but good general rains were, as yet, anxiously awaited.
